Those Freight Rates. 

Mr. Smith, general freight agent of the Lous- 
ville and Nashville Railroad, called at this office 
to-day in reference to the remarks ppblished in 
this morning’s paper on the freight, rates just 
adopted from New Tork, &., westward. The 
comments charged that a discrimination was 
made in first-class freighss of 21 cents per dun- 
dred, less 5 cents from Cincinnati on South- 
bound freights, being 16 cents vet in favor of 
Cincinnati and against Louisville. Mr. Smith 
states that this difference should be credited by 
the cost of drayage in Cincinnati, about 3 cents, 
because freight is delivered there at the depot; 
here at the store. It should also be credited by 
the additional transportation for the distance 
between the two cities. He stated also that the 
rate. 5cnts, which was said to be the differ- 
ence between South-bound freights, applied anly 
to fourth-class goods, while first-class paid 
from Cincinnati an excess over Louisville of from 
12 to 3 cents. If this be so, and there is no rea- 
son to doubt his statement, then there is no 
more to be said in reference to south-bound 
freights. But in reference to westward 
freights to this point, there is. It can be shown 
that Louisville is charged 10 to lic more than 
she ought to pay according to the schedule, as 
applied to Cincinnati or Chicago either. 

On first-class freights Cincinnati pays at the 
depot 930, add 3c for drayage gives a total 
of 96c; while the goods are on the cars and need 
no reshipment, no rehandling, the correct addi- 
tional freight to Louisville should not exceed 
7 or 8c—total $1 08@1 04; actual rate charged |

For some time past valuable letters have been 
ss from the mails 5 city, and 

mails passing —— distributed at 
the as youeuies here. The complaints have been 
numerous, and the attention of the department 
being called to the matter, an investigation 
was tnetituted which seemed to point’ to 
the Louisville office as the point at which the 
robberies were being corimitted. These rob- 
beries had extended over about a year, but had 
been most frequent during the past two or three 
months. The authorities here 2 to 
work to discover the guilty party, if in their em 
ploy, which they could hardly believe, having 
confidence in all their assistants, 

THE FAST CLERK. 
It was observed, however, that a young mas 
named T. W. Lendrum, a night clerk, whose 
duty it was to receive and dispatch the mails 
was leading a pretty fast life, sporting splendid 
diamonds, and keeping a fine horse and mis 
tress, and loaning money with a freedom that 
his salary of about a thousand doilare per am 
num did not seem to warrant, At Bret his abilt 
ty to ive in this style was naturally attributed to 
his having saved his money and employed it to 
advantage, and it was thought that his dissipa 
tion, among which drinking to excess is not 
charged, probably did not cost as much as might 
have been supposed from the fast life he lived. 
But several circumstances sufficed to revive 
suspicion against bim. He was seen to enter 
the distributing department of the postofiice, 
where bo had nothing to do, and examine the 
letters. He was also seen to enter the de 
livery department, in which also he had no 
business. It was remembered, too, that he went 
en duty about dark in the evening and remained 
until 6 o'clock in the morning; that though a 
number of other clerks are engaged in the build: 
ing during the night, thev taave shart % -'stoot 
A. M., and Lendrum was thus usually alone fo# 
an hour, when the day force came on. Here 
was his opportunity, for in that hour he could 
whatever he chose in the 
— ng department, there being no one 
there to binder or even to observe him. His 
duty was confined to that part of the building 
fronting on Green street and entered by the 
door at which the mails are carried in, and he 
had no business in any otber department and 
no right to intrude in them nor to handle any 
mail therein, So that his going inte other de- 
partments after the departure of the other 
clerks, bis fast life, in connection with the other 
circumstances of the case, made up sufficient 
grounds for suspicion against him, and it was 
determined to set a watch upon his movements. 
Atrap was accordingly laid for his detection. 
A TRAP LAID. 
The Chief of Police was informed of the facts, 
and, consenting to aid in ferreting out the guilty 
party, Officers Brennan and Adams were detail- 
ed on that duty. To these was added a conifi- 
dential clerk of the postoffice, and simple but 
effective arrangements were made to watch the 
premises closely, especially the meney depart- 
mett, during the hours in which Lendrum was 
alone in the 
There is a small out-house near the alley in 
the rear, or on the south side of the Custom- 
house, and facing a window through which a 
good view of the interior can be obtained. This 
window opens into the distributing-room in 
which Lendrum had been seen to go. In the 
door of the out-house there were two holes 
four or five inches square, and in this house 
the watchers enscouced themselves, the clerk 
taking up his stand there every morning and 
the policemen §watching on alternate days. 
Looking from the holes inthe doors they could 
see through the window into the distr.buting 
room, and it would be impossible for any one to 
abstract any letters therefrom without coming 
under their observation. The watchers wer: 
further fayored by the fact that the room wa; 
lighted up while they stood in the darkness. Th»: 
arrangements, therefore, constituted a most in- 
genious ambush for dishonesty. 
ON GUARD. 
The watch was kept up for a week without 
success, though enough was seen to induce the 
authorities to persevere. Landrum was severa 
times seen to enter the room and handle letters, 
but always put them back in their places. This 
he did, however, with the air of one not satisfied 
that they contained valuable inclosures; and, 
besides, the act alone was enough to confirm 
suspicion, even if it had not been done with an 
appearance of ev intention. At lest the pa. 
tience and perseverance of the watchers were 
rewarded with success. 
THE ROBBER DETECTED, 

Yesterday morning, Officer Brennan and the 


look-out as usual, when they saw Lendrum en- 
ter the distributing room. They were instantly 
on the gui eite. Casting his eyes about, as if to 
discover if any one was observing him, Lendrum 
took up a package of letters, and selecting a 
number of them, which he placed in a side 
pocket of his coat, retired to bis own depart- 
ment. He did this deliberately and silently, and 
though his movements were rapid and some- 
what hurried, be did not appear excited or con- 
fused. 
ARRESTED. 

The watchers had accomplished their weary 
and disagreeable task. They had detected the 
thief, and in so doing had relieved every other 
employe in the postoffice from the possibility of 
suspicion. They immediately quitted their 
stand and entered the building, when Officer 
Brennan approached the misguided young man 
and tapping him on the shoulder, quietly re- 
marked: 
“I want you. 
Lendrum seemed to know instantly that his 
game was up, and, replying, 
“J know what you want,” suffered himself to 
be taken into castody without resistance or at- 
tempt to escape, which would have been entirely 

tile. 
J want those letters in your pocket. said the 
officer. 
Lendrum asked him to step aside, probably 
wishing to avoid the mortification of disgorging 
his plunder in the presence of his fellow-em 
ployes. The officer complied, and Lendrum 
gave up the letters, eleven in number, saying as 
he did so: ‘‘I wish I was bung. 

FRUITS OF CRIME. 

He was searched for other property, and his 
bank book and some valuable jewelry were 
taken from bim. The bank book showed that 
he had some time ago upwards of $1,100 on de- 
posit, and had at this time probably a balance 
of over $1,000 to his credit. He is known 
to have — fine horse, and among 
the jewelry was a diamond cross 
estimated to worth $800 or $1,000. a 
splendid diamond pin worth probably two hun- 
dred, a diamond ring, a gentleman's gold watch, 
and a lady's handsome gold watch ornamented 
with diamonds. The diamond pin Landrum al- 
leges was held by bim as security for a 
loan of a hundred dollars to 
a member of the Legislature from 
this city, whose name we could notlearn. The 
two watches and the cross, Lendrum states, were 
also held as collateral for money loaned toa Mr. 
Phiipot. This account is believed to be true.

IN JAIL. 
The guilty young man was lodged in jail to 
await ane ination before U. S. Commissioner 
Meriwether, which will be had to-day. The ex- 
amination was to have been held yesterday, 
but was postponed on account of the 
Umess of Col. Bullitt, the Assistant District At- 
torney. A gentleman who visitea Lendrum in 
his cell yesterday states that he said he would 
get off when tbe case came to a hearing; but 
that was, of course, bravado, as the evidence 
is too positive to admit of question. He was 
advised to make a virtue of necessity, and con- 
feas the full extent of bis robberies, and make 
restitution as far as possible, as the best means 
of mitigating his punishment, and may possibly 
have done so by tnis time.

It is a 
clean, finished, highly artistic reading, and one 
of which we thought the gentleman hardly oapa- 
ble. We are glad to retract that opinion and 
unite in plaeing another laurel crown upon his} 
brow. His reputation and practice have been in 
the Forrest school, and this quiet and intense 
part of last night is as much beyond Mr. For- 
rost s capacity as that of Othello is beyond that 
of Mr. Bishop. 

For the better understanding of what is said, i 
the plot of the play is outlined. Henry Dunbar 
ig an East Indian banker, whose life has been so 
absorbing as to leave him no time nor opportunity 
to visit home, and there is never aman nor 
woman in England who knows his face. He has 
a faithful servant, a clerk, named Wilmot, | 
against whom he committed some nameless 
crime in earlier days—a crime by which Wilmot 
has been sent to the penal colonies to work o .t nis 
master’s penance. With this injustice rankling 
in the inferior s soul the two meet just as Dun- 
bar returns to London, there to join his unkaown 
daughter and reap the golden fruits of 
a successful life in the tropics, The 
master and servant have met; the one, 
despite the wrong he has already wrought him, 
taunte his servitor with a daughters infamy. 
The trodden worm turns and strangies his per 
secutor unto death. On this the plot of the 
story hinges. Partly to cover the traces of his 
crime, and partly attracted by the glittering 
lure, Wilmot seizes the advantages ready to his 
hand; personates the man he has slain, whom 
he leaves to be identified as himself; finds the 
general ignorance of Dunbar's person complete, 
and therefore enjoys indisputed possession of 
his name and property. But Wülmot's daughter 
(Mrs. Bernard)is the instrument of his own 
conviction. She believes her father to have 
been murdered by Dunbar, and hounds a detec- 
tive upon her father's track, herself following 
him as an avenging Nemesis. 

The incidents of the story may be easiiy imag- 
ined, but at last, with the detoctive almost at 
the door and ber father a lost man, she discoy- 
ers his identity only too late, and thenceforth 
devotes herself to his escape. Just here does 
the interest of the story center. The quiet but 
despairing agony of the remorse-stricken Wil 
mot and the devoted frenzy of the daughter are 
the two points that justify the opening para- 
graph of this article and warrant application of 
the same criticism to Mrs. Bernard. 
he surpassed expectation; surpassed our 
previous experience of her; surpassed herself. 
Mr. Wallack's eloquence of action was especially 
marked. The thoroughly natural, but intensely 
dramatie, passing of the one hand over the 
other, as though washing away the stains of his 
crime; the constant and agonized expectancy 
that turns into dreary and numb despair; the 
haggard cheek and furrowed brow were all 
there,and stamp the actoras a manof rare 
ability. Any fool may rant; any boor has streng h 
to tear a passion to tatters; but the man who 
can excite absorbing interest, without the 
bolsterings of passionate mouthines and 
sawings of the air, has the true conception 
of an artist, and is an artist. Such 
was Mr. Wallack of last night and such—but to 
finish the story. Despite the efforts of the 
daughter the law's cruel hands are laid on her 
father. Her own lover has been most instru- 
menial in bringing about the consummation she 
bas feared. But human efforts having fajled 
the touch of death frees the now repentant man 
from all earthly sufferings—from the agonies of 
remorse as fromthe fears ofa retributive jus- 
tice. The curte ia falls on this mournful picture, | 
and the audience rises from a chastened and 
saddened feeling. The play is done.

ourlaw. Suppose these men were guilty; sup- 
pose proof could not be made perfect against 
them. Why, the spirit of our law, which follows 
in the . 4 of Christianity—eve law that 
does not follow the footsteps of Christianity is 
worthiers—is that the guilty should escape 
rather than the innocent should be punished. 
What is the spirit of our English law that 
zus come down to us for a thousand years’ 
It better that ninety-nine guilty 
should go unwhipt of justice than that one 
innocent man should be punished, That 
brings me to another thing. Gentlemen, look at 
it; itis a most terrible t ing to contemplate. 
Within the last four vears, in this judicial cir- 
cuit, ther: have been thirteen men murdered be- 
fore these three. Five were hung upon the 
noon trees below Seymour—I speak words plain- 
- 1 do not mice tuem—one vf whom was an 
2 han boy, just arrived at the age of — voag f 
eit without mother—worse than father 1 
think he was less than twenty-one. He 2 one 
of the victims ot that murder. Two more were 
hung in the court-house yard in Brownstown; 
‘our in the jail-yard in the very beart of New 
Alb any, one of whom the whole community have 
come now to believe innocent—I mean the 
youngest victim of the murder; two south of 
Orleaus, between there and Seymour. I believe 
if youcount them you will tind they number 
thirteen. Thérteen men hung by the nek in this 
State; more men than have been judicially hanged 
in this State, in my opinion, since Indiana has 
heen a State! 

Now, is it sot most horrible to n 
and there is one thing most remarkable of all 
this: for the first time the judicial voice of 
the Chief Executive of the State has been raised 
against these wholesale murders. How it 
been, I can not te While I sit upon this bench, 
come here to discharge my duties. I have been 
gg po to speak with caution on this sub- 

. Ihave no caution in the discharge of my 
meln duty, and you, gentlemen of the grand 
jury, should have none. 

Iam very glad of one 2 and that is that 
the murder of these three roes has at las: 
brought to his Exeoutive Exc solleney a sense o! 
duty; and for the first time, after the murder of 
thirteen white men, this mobbing of three ne 
groes has called outan Executive protest against 
these transactions. We may console ourselves, 
therefore, that it has had that one 
effect I may : the Governor that
